The Hungarian Government, to judge by reports 
so far unconfirmed, seem to have bowed to the 
storm of outraged protest from the civilised 
wortd against the deportation of Hungarian Jews to 
the death camps of Poland. An undertaking has been 
given to the International Red Crow in Switzeriand 
that no more Jews will be deported, state messmges 
sent by the Associated Press and the Datiy 
own correspondent in Zurich, sbee- 
quently repeated cisewhere in the press. 

Red Cross officials have been authorised to take 
charge of the evacuation of Jewish children to 
countries ready to accept them, and Jews may also 
go to Palestine if visas are available. Relief parcels 
may now be sent to Jews interned in Hungary. 

Concurrently with the receipt of these reports 
comes a fantastic offer on behalf of the 
Nazis by a German agent in Turkey, to barter the 
hives of the Jews still left in Hungary, who would 
be handed over in exchange for 10,000 lorries and 
other war material to be supplied by the British 
and Americans thes fantastio and revolting offes 
is sand to have been accompanied by an undertaking 
that thr war material would not be used on the

D, MARKUS (istanbel) was onc of 
the best known leaders of the communsty of 
the former Turkish capital, where he had lived since 
1900. He was Rabbi of ts Ashkenazi Community, 
acct Principal of the “ Midrascha Yavne Schoo! 
from 1922 to 1940. He was born im Novgorod. Dr. 
Markus first went to Turkey as the Rabbi of the 
Austrian Jewish Community and he established 
several Jewish schools with the belp of the Hilfs- 
verem. He was the Editor of the nai Brith 
periodical Hasewona and the author of a number 
of historical and other works. 


MR. LIXCIEN PISSARRO (Chard, | 
aged £1, was well known for his work as landsca 
aimter and book designer, and was often called 
doyen of impressionists “ in this country, He 
was born in Paris and studied under his father, 
Camille Pissarro, famous French impressionist.

In recent 
exhibitions of Jewish Art held by the Ben Uri Art 
Society at their new Gallery in London, there have 
appeared several typical examples of Pissarro’s art 
e marricd Esther Bensusan. Their daughter, 
Orovida, ts also a well-known artist.

IN MEMORY OF HERZL 


Manifesto Stresses Jewish State 
Need 


On the occasion of the fortieth anniversary of 
the death of Theodor Herzl, the Executive of the 
Zionist Organisation in Jerusalem has published 
a manifesto.deciaring that Herz] bequeathed to his 
ny = the vision of and the mstruments 
or implementing it, thus achieving immortality m 
Jewrsh history. 

“During the 40 years since the death of 
Herzl.” the manifesto says, “ the Zionist Organisa- 
tion has won international recognition as the repre- 
sentative of the Jewish people in its resurgent home- 

nd. and his programme has been converted mto 
an international obtigation. The modest begin- 
nings of Jewish settlement in Palestine have grown 
vastly, im size and strength, into a community 
numbering nearly 600,000, and the foundations have 
been laid for Jewish independence im its bomeland.” 

Declaring that the Jewish nation to-day stood on 
the threshold of momentous decmions, the man- 
festo adds that “ the vision of a Jewish State has 
in the meantime been transformed into a need—an 
urgent and vita] need——and the last hope for saving 
whatever is left of Israci. From all ends of the 
Diaspora, and from all corners of the globe, comes 
the claim winch cannot be deferred to a distant, 
cloudy fugure: it is a claim for the immediate estab- 
lishment of the land of Israe! as a Jewish Common- 
wealth, and for entrusting the deliverance and 
redemption of the Jewish people into the hands of 
the Jewish people itscif. 

“ Our achievements in the land of Israel,” con- 
cludes the manifesto. “have prepared us for the 
establishment of a Jewish State, while the catas- 
trophe overwhelming us in exile has made a Jewish 
State an urgent and immediate necessity in our own 
tyme. Let the fortieth anniversary of Herzi's death 
be the day on which we dedicate ourselves to the 
realisation of his vision of a Jewish State.” 


Great Demonstration on Mount Scopus 


A demonstration of Zionist faith on the fortieth 
anneversary of Herzis death was given ai a great 
gathering, unique m character, last week, when 
nearly three thousand peopic, from al! parts of the 
country, assembled in the open-air theatre of the 
Hebrew University. 

Mr. David Ben-Gurion, Chairman of the Execu- 
tive of the Jewish Agcacy. said they demanded the 
right to lve and dic as Jews, enabling them to avenge 
the blood of their brethren. Forty-crght years ago 
Herz! proclaimed his demand tor a Jewrhb State. 
Te-day they proclaimed from Mount Scopys that 
Eretz Yisracl was capable of absorbing im the 
shortest possible time all the remnants of Isracl, if 
they were enabied to establish a Commonwealth 
there. They called on the entire House of Israci to 
yorn them in declaring that they believed that Herzl's 
vision of a Jewish State could be realised. 

Mr. Isaac Gruenbaum, member of the Executjve 
of the Jewish Agency, said that the Zionist Organ 
sation had become the organised body for the burid- 
ing up of the Jewish nation in its homeland; # was 
an embryo Jewish State, which was now being 
metamorphosed, through the. suficrings and sacri- 
hiees of the Jewish people, into a full Jewish State 
in therr own fatherland. . 


POLICE H.Q. ATTACKED 
Supernumerary Fatally Wounded 


Two supernumerary policemen were seriously 
wounded (onc’'s injuries later proved fatal) when an. 
armed attack was made in the carly hours of last 
Friday on the District Police Headquarters in 
Jerusalem. One of the policemen, a Jew, Yehuda 
Alsheskh, was scriously hurt when he was. shot 
while trying to bar the way at the back door to the 
raiders, who, ts alleged, wcrc disguised in police 
uniforms. 

It is estimated that between twenty and twenty-five 
men took part in the attack, using smoke and incen- 
diary bombs. A group of six or seven armed people 
approached the building alter midnight. When 
challenged by the two supernumerary policemen on 
guard they opened fire. Ihey forced their way 
mito the building and planted eleven, bombs. Hear- 
ing the shooting, pohce {rom a bidding in the 
nemhbourhood which houses several Government 
offices rushed up, but mci with fire from another 
eroup hidden behind the stone wall of a Mosiem 
cemetery. In the meantime the first group finished 
their work and retreated render the covering fire 
of the second group. They disappeared in the dark- 
ness through the cemetery 

About ten mmutes after the raiders had gone and 
the place had been cordoned off by strong police 
detachments, a series of violent explosions occurred.

The attack, it iS stated, had been carefully, pre- 
pared. Unknown persons had been using for two 
days taxis whose owners and drivers had been kid- 
napped. All the taxis have since been restored to 
the owners and the drivers have been released and 
have been paid considerable sums of moncy by 
way of compensation. They were ordered to report 
to the police.

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HERZL’S LEGACY OF HOPE 


The Practical Men and The 
Visionary 


“Theodor Herzl left us a legacy, and that legacy 
can be described in one word—hope.” This was 
said by the Rev. Ephraim Levine last week in his 
address at the memorial service which was held 
by the Zionist Pederation of Great Britain and 
ireland at the New West End Synagogue to com-

The service was conducted by the Rev. I. 
Goldston. 

commemoration of the death of Theodor 
Herzl, said Mr. Levine, was not:to be regarded as 
an occasion for undue mourning. Herz! had left 
them a legacy of hope. It was difficult to speak 
to the Jewish people to-day. Never was there a 
teme when they stood more in necd of a great 
prophet, of a man of great intelligence and enthu- 
siasm, to instil into the Jewish heart the spirit of 
hopefutness. 

Moses stood on Mount Pisgah and gazed on the 

promised land into which he could not enter. 
Behind him was the wilderness. The promised land

There had been 
more Korahs and rebels than Aarons and Moseses. 
There had not been that great spirit permeating the 
Jewtsh people. 
But Theodor Herz! had left behind him a great 
uical. He was mocked at im his time and was. 
regarded as a visionary and a dreamer, as an 
idealist. But there came a time when the so-called 
practical men of affairs must seck the counsel of the 
visionary and the seer. And that was why Herz! 
was missed to-day.

A hugh 
British official who recently visited Washington has 
been quoted, however, as having belutied the likeli- 
hood of such disturbances, and to have added that 
the worst that might be expected would be an ‘out 
burst of propaganda. 

The mission still hopes eventually to receive visas. 


PALESTINE THE ONLY PROSPECT 
Salvaging European Jewry 


The opening of Palestine to large-scale Jewish 
immmgration is an indispensable part of any realistic 
programme to solve the problem of uprooted and 
displaced Jews after the war, said Rabbi Abba Hillel 
Silver, Co-Chairman of the American Zionist 
Emergency Council, speaking at a luncheon given 
m New York recently for the United Jewish Appeal. 
The luncheon was attended by more than 1,000 heads 
of film and broadcasting companies, music publishers. 
theatrical producers, and stars of the stage, screen, 
and radio 

“Everyone realises that European Jewry . will 
emerge from this war physically ravaged and seriously 
depleted both im numbers and resources.’ Dr. 
Silver said. “Financial aid will be required for a 
considerable time after the war to heal their wounds. 
Jews in the war-stricken countries will have special 
and peculkar problems of their own which will have 
to be met by supplementary aid given to them by 
their fellow-Jews in other parts of the world. This 
will be our first task : to salvage, to rebuild whatever 
can be rebuilt, to reunite broken families, and to 
re-establish shattered communities. 

“There will also be a large uprooted Jewish popula- 
tion, a floating population of human misery secking 
new homes in a world which will be inhospitable to 
immigration. Palestine alone offers a sound and 
realistic prospect for mass-scale Jewish immigration, 
provided the political barricrs which the Mandatory 
Power has illegally erected are removed.”

THE TRAGEDY OF MINSK 


Survivor's Stery of Diabolical 
Nazi Crimes 

Minsk, in the carly days of Mitler’s attack on 
Russia. fad 119,000 Jewish mhabitants. Of these, 
399,000 had been deported from Berlin, Vienna, and 
Prague. Only twelve Jews now remam alive there 

Raymond Arthur Davies, an American newspaper 
correspondent who was recently in Minsk, bas gven 
an account to the Jewish Anti-F ascost Committee m 
Moscow of his meeting with the survivors, among 
whom was Ignatz Bursicin, 33, of Lodz, a motor 
mechani 

“A small group of American correspondents 
listened to Ignatz Burstein telling his story,” writes 
Davies. “We sat on the steps of the ruined Un 
versity building. All round was desolation. At the 
back of us was the charred building of the 5.5. 
Command, where these |2 and other Jewish workers 
who lived there as slaves had to repair motor-cars 
for the Germans. Beyond was the red Orrick garage. 
In front were poles on which people had been hanged. 
Across the street was the White Russian Government 
building. which the Germans had not had time to 
blow up before they tefi 


All Lodz Jews Arrested 


“"In 1941," Burstein said,“ the Germans arrested 
all the Jews of Lodz, and transported us to Barano 
vichi, where we were put mito the Ghetto. At first 
life was very hard. but we saw no indication that 
the Germans would exterminate ws We worked 
for them as slaves. Women and children and old 
people lived with us in the GCrhetto, as dest they 
could. There were 12,000 Jews brought together m 
Baranovich 

“One evening, in March, 1942, the men came bome 
from work, and were told to report at the Com 
mandant’s office. On our way there we saw that the 
Ghetto had been divided into two parts, and all the 
inhabitants had been removed from one of them. 
We were told to line up at a window to receive new 
documents. As we stood there a rumour went round 
that green cards were being issued, and that those 
who got them would be left aliye, but that all the 
others im the Ghetto would be kelled 

” S.S. men at the window called out the names. 
As cach name was called, the man of woman men- 
tioned rushed towards the window Tickets, with 
a large ““O"” stamped on them, were handed out until 
1 o'clock in the morning. Then the distribution was 
stopped and the cards which were left over were 
given to the Jewish Committee in the Ghetto to 
distribute as they thought fit Jews were told to 


select which Jews were to live: the rest were con- 
deonmed to 


“* When all the green cards were distributed, the 
Germans herded the holders mito one part of the 
Ghetto, and drove the rest with their rifle-butts: iato 
the other. At 6 o'clock in the morning we heard the 
roar of German motorcycles and lorries. Jewish 
Continued on page col.

FREED FROM NAZI HELL 
Refugees’. Ghastly Sufferings 


Conditions in Bergenbelsen concentration camp, 
| near Hanover, stated to be one of the most “humanc”™’ 
camps for Jews, were described by some of the 28! 
Jews who recently arrived in Palestine in exchange 
for German civilians in the Middle East. 

“They did not actually kill people, but they starved 
them to death,” the refugees said. “We were forced 
to get up before sunrise and to tine up in the court- 
yard for rofi-call. If someone died during the 
night—and there were between six and seven deaths 
each night—the bodies had to be placed in the line 
among the living. Inspection lasted for several 
hours, even on cold winter days. Afterwards we 
went to our daily work which lasted until sunset, 
when we received a little soup and a small piece of 
bread 

“Draconic punishment was meted out for the 
slightest infringement of the regulations: The usual 
punishment was extra work and reduction of the 
small food rations. But for the Red Cross food 

arcels which were an invaluable help, we could 
nee calculated the day of our death with mathe- 
matical precision. The situation improved somew haj 
when the Nazis learned that our group was to be 
exchanged for Germans living in Palestine.” 

Two hundred and twenty of the new arrivals caric 
from Holland, not all of them of Dutch citizenship. 
The rest came from Vittel eamp. The refugees said 
that 90 per cent of the Dutch Jews, had been deported 
to Poland and exterminated. 

Nearly 4,000 citizens of enemy-occupied countries 
are still in Bergenbeisen, waiting to be exchanged, 
they added. Only a few hundred internees are left 
im Vittel. 


Rabbi's Widew Commits Saicide 


Although most of them possess South American 
passports, they are gradually being deported to 
extermination camps in Poland. Forty of those 
scheduled. for deportation committed suicide, in- 
cluding the widow of the late Warsaw Chief Rabbi, 
Professor Moses Schorr Her daughter attempted 
to take her life by jumping from the fifth floor of a 
| building, because she wanted to save her children 
from deportation. 

Amone those still in the Bergenbcisen camp is 
Dr. Koretz, former Chief Rabbi of Salonika. Mr 
Reuben Cohen, a prominent Mizrachi lcader, recently 
died in the camp. 

Most of the arrivals in Palestine are between 45 
and 80, or children aged one to fourtcen. 

Many of the refugees witnessed the deportations 
from Viticl. With tears in their cyes they described 
the heartrending scenes when old peopic, men, 
women, and children were forcibly herded into cattle- 
trucks which were then sealed. The cries and lanreni- 
tations of the victims were prtiful, they added. 

One very touching scene occurred when a young 

irl alighted from a carriage, holding i her arms a 
Scroll of the Law, which had been miraculously 
tsaved from the destroyed Jewish Community of 
Pinchevo in Poland. The Scroll was later brought 
to Germany and then to Vittel. 
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‘awaiting the decision of the authorities. 


THE POLISH INQUIRY 


Fate Of Amnestied Soldiers Still 
Undecided 


The commission consisting of six members of the 
Polish National Council, which went to Scotland 
last week to inquire into charges of anti-Semitism 
in the Polish Army. has now returned to London. 
After a few days’ stay, the commission is expected 
to go back and continuc i$ investigations on the 
spot 

Although gothing official has been made public, 
writes our Polish correspondent, I learn that during 
the ten days the members were away, they visited 
about six localities and cxamined nearly one hundred 
witnesses, These were nearly all Jewish soldiers. A 
few officers were also interviewed, * 

The commission was anxious in the first place 
to hear the statements of those who made or arc 
making charges. Not until its return to Scotland 
will it examine those against whom charges have 
been made. Conferences also took place with 
some of the Polish generals commanding the troops. 
‘ Investigations began with the examination of the 
group of Jewish soldicrs who had been tried for 
desertion, convicted, and later amnestied. 

These men are still at the Polish recruiting centre, 
per- 
sist in their refusal-to rejoin the Polish Army and 
British military authorities refuse to accept them. 
Their fate is undecided and it may be some time 
before their position is clarified. 

The Polish military authorities, | learn, gave the 
Commissien every facility to carry on its work un- 
hampered. Only one official delegate is believed 
to have been present. The soldiers and officers 
cxamined were completely free to reply to 
any questions put to them by the mem- 
bers of the Commission. Witnesses were cxamined 
either individually or in groups. They were allowed 
to choose whether they would be heard singly or 
together with others. The Jewish Chaplains haye 
not yet been cxamined. 

In addition to examining Jews, the Commission 
also devoted some (time to investigating the charges 
of the Ukrainians and White Russimns. ° 

When all the investigations have been completed, 
a report will be drawn up and presented to the 
Council. There is, however, some reason ‘to lear 
that the report may not be unanimous, particularly 
as the Endek representative on the Commission has 
all along taken the view that the charges Of anti- 
Semitism were due to cxicrnal influence and did not 
have sufficient basis on fact. The report may not 
appear before Scptember. 


VILNA’S 3 JEWISH SURVIVORS 


“In one of the streets of Vilna, Red Army men 
came upon an old bearded Jew, walking with out- 
stretched hands, as if holding on to the air, with 
4 woman limping at his sidc, and a boy. These 
three are the only survivors so far found of the 
Jewish population of Vilna,” wrote Captain A. 
Zolotarev, who entered the once famous Jewish cily 
with the lbberating army. 

“ Thousands of people, Lithuanians, Jews, Poles, 
Russians, and White Russians were massacred by 
the Germans during their occupation of Vilna. Not 
all the slaughter houses have yet been discovered, 
but many have already been four Soviet soldiers 
have come across many heaps of Pones and charred 
bodies.” 

Not al! the Jews were killed. Many succeeded in 
escaping from the ghetto and in joining the partisans 
who rendered invaluable assistance the advancing 
Red Army. 

Tribute to the help given by these Jewish par- 
tisans, accounts of whose cxpleits have frequently 
appeared in these columns, has been paid by the 
special correspondent of THe Times in Moscow. 


CENSUS OF PERUVIAN JEWS 


The first census of the Jewish population in Peru 
is being taken and the community hopes to have it 
completed before-July 28 when a Congress of 
Peruvian Jewry will open a two-day session to estab- 
lish a central representative body.

Ghetto-policemen were forced, under threat of 
instant death, to load all the Jews without green 
cards into the lorries to be taken away for extermina- 
tion. 

“ Jewish policemen were ordered to hunt out Jews 
who had bidden and drag them to the death lorries. 
The Ghetto leader, a Baranovichi lawyer named 
Isaacson, was forced to witness the whole procedure 
in order to tend it the semblance of legality. He and 
alli who held green cards were made to stand there 
and watch their mothers and fathers, children, 
wives and sisters taken away to be killed. 

“* That evening the police came to Isaacson and 
told him that it was now his turn. He and the Jewish 
police were taken away to the pits where the others 
had been slaughtered, and were made to dig their 
graves, and then they too were killed. ekg 

“ * This was the first pogrom in Baranovichi. Of 
the 12,000 Jews who had been there that morning, 
only 6,000 survived. Most of those who were killed 
were women, children, and old people. The second 
pogrom took place in the autumn of 1942. Hall 
of the remaining 6,000 were killed that day. The 
third pogrom took place on December 17, 1942, and 
after that only 200 Jews survived. nearly all highly 
skilled artisans 


Aged Rabbi Forced To Fight 


“ “These were sent to an S.S. camp at Koldichevo. 
This was a torture camp, Burstein went on. ~All 
sorts of humiliations were inflicted on ws. There 
was an old, frail Rabbi in the camp. Every day the 
Germans would force him to climb on the shoulders 
of another prisoner, and the pair were made to 
fight another couple. The old man had probably 
never lifted his hand against anyone in his life. He 
was a typical scholar who had spent all his life study- 
ing the Talmud. But he was compelicd to fight or 
be killed.” 

Burstein and his compamons only 
Koldichevo for three weeks. They were removed to 
Trostinetz, about cight miles from Minsk, which 
was a camp for Czech, German, and Austrian Jews, 
who were brought there in trainloads cach week, 
each train carrying about a thousand men, women, 
and children. Thirty-nine such trains arrived between 
September, 1942, and October, 1943. From cach 
trairm-load the Germans selected five to thirty people 
whom they left alive, always the most skilled workers. 
The rest were taken away in groups of 80 to 100, and

placed im gas-trucks where they were killed. 
Extermination was carried Out so quickly that withm 


two or three hours the whole trainload was dead 

Of all those brought to Trostinetz, only 500 were 
left alive. Most gf them were set to work sorting 
the things which (#@Jews from Germany and Austria 
had brought, and preparing them to be sent back. 
Seme were pul to work in the S.S. motor-car repair 
shops m the Minsk University building 


Minsk Ghetto Wiped Out 
In the autumn of 1943, the Germans began to 


exterminate the remainder of the Minsk Ghetto 
population Late that autumn 8,000 Minsk Jews 
were deported to Lublin to be killed there. The 


thousands who were left were nearly all taken to 

lrostinetz and slaughtered. 

As the front neared Minsk, there were increased 
demands for skilled. mechanics to repair cars and 
lornes. Burstem and nearly two hundred others, 
mcluding thirteen women and four children, were 
taken to the garage building and quartered there. 

At the end of June this year great excitement was 
observed among the Germans. They were beginning 
to evacuate Minsk.- Though surrounded by barbed 
wire, Burstein and a few others decided to escape. 
On the morning of June 28 they hid in the basement 
under the University building. ‘ 

On Sunday, July 2, the day before the Red Army 
entered Minsk, the remaining men and women and 
the four children were taken into the basement 
of the $.S. building at the back of the University. and 
locked in. 

The building was then set on fire, and they were 
all burned to death. One woman who managed to 
break her way out was caught and hanged on a pole 
outside the garage. 

Early ¢ .followmg morning, Burstein looked 
out from hs basement hiding place and saw soldiers 
of the Red Army in front of the rained statue outside 
the Government burlding. 

‘| saw Burstein on July writes Davies. 
was then working on captured enemy 
whose construction he understood well. 

“After had spoken to him,” Davies concluded, 
“I went to the Jewish cemetery of Minsk, Where so 
many Jews were killed, and where ten thousand had 
been buried in one mass grave, Many of them while 
still alive, so that the carth shook as they tried in 
vain to dig their way out again. . : 

“That same morning, 70 Germans broke out of 
the woods and came running towards Minsk, think- 
ing it was still in German hands. They got as far as 
the Jewish cemetery, where they were al! killed.”

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HUNGARIAN JEWS 
RESPITED 


REPORTS from Berne and Zurich give something like a 
ray of hope that the process of martyrdom of Hungarian 
Jewry is to stop. According to these reports, the Hungarian 
authorities have informed the International Committee of 
the Red Cross that the deportations of Jews from Hungary 
have ceased, that relief parcels may be sent to Jews interned 
in that country, and that Red Cross officials are empowered 
to direct the evacuation of Jewish children to countries 
willing to receive them, and of all Jews in possession of 
visas to Palestine. 

‘These statements were first published by the News 
Chronicle and the Daily Mail on the authority of tbe 
Associated Press correspondent at Berne. In the case of 
the Daily Telegraph, the report came from its own corre- 
spondent in Zurich. Subsequently they were repeated 
throughout the national press. Though the possibility of 
full confirmation being forthcoming in due course should 
not, in the light of circumstances, be regarded as remote, 
Jews will be chary of throwing their caps im the air too soon. 
This reported respite follows swiftly after a_ revolting

attempt by the Germans to barter the lives of the remaining | 


Jews in Hungary for military stores, in particular for army 
lorries. This fantastic attempt at blackmailing Great 
Britain and sowing dissension amongst the Allies was as 
disgusting as it was futile, and as utterly stupid and damag- 
ing to the Nazis’ interests as it was typical of their clumsy 
and bestial mentality. All that it achieved was first to 
encourage the Allies with reliable confirmation of the 
desperate siraits of German military transport, then to picad 
guilty on behalf of Germany to the whole appalling crime of 
deliberately planning the mass-murder of Hungarian Jewry, 
and finally to confirm up to the hilt-—1f such confirmation 
were indeed needed—the unchallengeable wisdom of the 


Allies’ insistence on unconditional surrender from a nation 


of such self-proclaimed unconscionable tricksters and 
blackmatlers. 

It has to be remembered, too, that Hungary has been 
and still remains, more or less willingly, the confederate 
oft the Nazi brutes who have attached to the idea of “* Nazi 
good faith” more genefal derision ard contumely than 
ever its predecessor “ Punic faith” acquired. Moreover, 
the homely ‘saying about judging a man by the company 
he keeps is every bit as applicable in international relations. 
Hungary, be it noted, sull turns a deaf ear to the Allied 
appeals to shake off her evil associates, and is no doubt 
replete with excuses concerning the death-grip which Nazi 
Germany has on her throat, and which she cannot shake 
off if she would. There is one way, however, in which 
she can Offer some evidence that she Means honestly in 
this grave matter. Nothing is said in the reports referred 
to about procuring the return to Hungary of as many o! 
the deporices as may still survive in Poland. If the Hun- 
garian Regent should offer convincing proo! that he has 
genuinely exerted his Utmost efforts to secure their repat- 
riation By the Germans, even at the risk of offending his Nazi 
masters, it could be reasonably inferred that he 's really and 
iruly prepared to honour his promise to the Red Cross and to 
persevere in his belaicd act of reform. 

If the reports are well founded and Hortny’s expres- 
sions Should prove sincere, as judged by the above test, 
it would be a fine thing if his change of front could be 
attributed to the pressure of world public. opinion. It 
would mark a great triumph over the spirit of darkness. 
it would mean that the human conscience had reasserted 
its authority in world affairs, that justice had not been 
finally dethroned—something, indeed, to rekindle exgiring 
‘behef in the future happiness of mankind. But one must 
remember that other factors have been at work in HortHy's 
poliucal thinking. 

It ts certainly true that in few instances had the outraged 
conscience of the free world so completely found its voice. 
The terrible plan to exterminate a million Jews from 
Hungary was widely and courageously publicised by the 
Polish Government, through whose underground organisa- 
won in Poland the facts first leaked out. It was force/ully 
and ef@ctively brought to the notice of the civilised powers 
by the Swiss Oeetimenical Council—the Council of the 
Protestant Churches of Switzerland. “Their protests Jed 
to that of the KING oF Swepen: while the ArcHBisHop 0) 
CANTERBURY'S persistent efforts and Mr. Epen’s consistent 
sympathy were reflected in solemn pronouncements of pro- 
test and warning. And in its turn the gathering volume 
of protest imspired a parallel effort from the Pope. But 
great and impressive and undoubtedly weighty as has been 

spontaneous the radical trans- 
ron the war scene, fast approaching shadow 
of total Axis defeat, the guns in Sormdiedy: Vilna, and at 


the gates of Brest-Litovsk, the destruction of Nazi transport 
by the R.A.P., reflected in the incident mentioned above, 
all these have played perhaps the preponderant: part. 
In whatever direction the Hungarians look, they are met 
with forbidding prospects. The writing on the wall is 
plain for them to see. Their chance is now or never 
to “dequire merit” in Allied eyes by a tardy defer- 
ence to the laws of hamanity. In this sense, and to this 
extent at least, Mr. Epen’s declaration that the only hope 
of saving the Nazis’ yictims lay in Allied victory has 
been proved abundantly true. 

it cannot be tod clearly understood, if these reports be 
correct, and, what is still more important, if the Hun- 
garians fulfil their promise and do not resort ‘to some 
typically Nazi fraudulent trick, that they will have performed 
their sudden volte face out of a sense of danger, because 
they were alarmed, and not because they have been con- 
verted. It will be a victory for fear rather than for 
conscience. And that carries with it a grave warning to 
the Allied statesmen and people, and more especially to 
the purblind moral weaklings and quislings who rant 
against the wise. “ unconditional. surrender” demand, 
who suppose, or affect to suppose, that the millenmum 
will have been achieved when we shake hands with the 
Germans and their abettors and let bygones be bygones 
after the conclusion of a negotiated or compromise peace. 
These people, all of them dangers to the world future, had 
better wake up to the fact that the destinies of mankind 
are not to be haggled over or bartered. They are not for 
sale in a diplomatic bargain basement. And they are not 
to be staked on the plausibility or otherwise of this or that 
cranky “ ism ™ or this or that cranky egotist’s favourite pub- 
heity stunt of pet (and petty) spite. 

One further point in the Swiss reports«must be under- 
lined. The statement that the Hungarian Regent has 
authBrised the Red Cross to direct the evacuation to Pales- 
tine of any Jews possessing visas betrays much less Axis 
consideration for the Arab nationalists’ prejudices than has 
been customary in the past. It, too, is begotten, one may 
fairly assume, of a growing appreciation Of the military 
situation as Well as of the conviction’ that the MUFTI'S 
good graces are no longer worth a second’s thought. Would 
it be a matter for surprise if the Arabs too, with their keen 
nose for scenting the winning side, began to consider the 
present scheme of things--more especially the means of a 
closer co-operation with the Allies—and began to strike 
less cocksure and Minatory poses? 

At any rate, it is surely unthinkable that Britain will at 
this propitious hour fail to fall in with the spirit, voluntary 
or forced, of the Hungarian authorities’ Palestine gesture. 
Political and diplomatic revolutions are in the nvaking. 
Former ideas are being submerged in new conceptions of 
international obligations. In the new world thus c@ming to 
bifth, a Jewish Palestine must have its part and its rights. The 
Balfour Declaration must. be implemented in a Jewish 
Palestine where the purely negative problem of inter- 
national anti-Semitism can, be solved an the only way by 
which negative problems can be removed—by positive 
constructive action, by permitting Jews once more to make 
their contribution to-world progress from the level and the 
status of nerma! nationhood—a consummation as vital for 
the general peace as it is to the Jews themselves. 


EVACUATION PROBLEMS 


THERE is, no doubt, good reason for praising rather than 
grumbling at the way in. which the evacuations from London 
and “Southern England” are being carried out. But there is 
no less valid reason for discouraging the habit noticeable in 
certain quarters of painting them all couleur de rose. The last 
evacuation revealed all kinds of stresses and strains incidental! 
to the transplanting of a considerable population into a strange 
environment——-dishke of the newcomers, resentment at the 
intrusion on domestic privacy, difference of upbringing, incom- 
patibilities of various kinds, and perhaps other factors of even 
more serious character. Even. the sincerest humanitarian 
enthusiasm, so happily in evidence at the moment. may find 
i hard to survive these adverse factors, and it is surely 
the part of wisdom to Keep them steadily in mind and attempt 
to modify, if net to counter, them. They are not confined to 
one side, but arise among hosts and evacuees alike, and in both 
cases are utterly natural and exacerbated by lack of mutual under- 
standing and tolerance and the failure of each side tomake allow- 
ances lor the other. Only by a systematic movement by all the 
available agencies to clear away all obstacles that are capable 
of removal will much heart-burning, disagreement, and mental 
suffering be avoided, and the evacuations really develop into 
the shining success which they assured] ought to be. .Thére is 


gniy stands to be damaged by the addition of new and largely 
avoidable frets and jars to the trials of a great war now 
approaching its sixth year. In the case of the Jewish evacuees 
of COUTSE, the difficulties referred to are liable to be aggravated, 
and this imposes an extra obligation on Jewish homes to 
receive as many of the Jewish evacuees as possible, The 
corresponding call to the evacuees, Wherever received. for 
thoughtfulness and restraint _needs no emphasis.

JEWS FIGHTING IN NORMANDY 


A Jew. Cin. H. Newman, R.E.M.E., in a communication 
quoted in this issue, claims that at the age of 43 he was the oldest 
Jewish soldier in the ranks to have been in the landing in 
Normandy on “D Day.” At the same time we report the 
presence there of an American Jewish comrade, Pte, Sydney 
Kalina. who, at the age of 18, must have been the youngesi 
serving man on that historic occasion, These two incidents 
are just a little of the pile of evidence testifying to the mrhitary 
ardour with which Jews, young and not so young, are acquit- 
ting themselves in the war and, for that reason, are not un- 
worthy of notice. They are, of course, only glimpses of the 
whole. Hf the full light of inquiry could be turned on the 
Normandy scene, it would disclose a much more striking state 
of affairs. It would show that many thousands of Jews in 
every branch of the combatant services participated in the 
landing on the beaches. Of this, perhaps the best confirmation 
is to be found in the truly remarkable attendances at the Friday 
and Saturday evening services instituted by the Senior Jewish 
Chaplain in Normandy, Rabbi Rabinowitz (whose deeply 
moving contribution, “Kiddush Ha-Shem,” we publish this week). 
attendances often running into many hundreds. Mention of these 
facts is made in no mere bragging spirit, but for the simple and 
all-sufficient reason that they are not generally known, least of al! 
taken for granted. Rabbi Rabinowitz, incidentally, speaks of 
the enthusiasm shown by these Jewish worshippers, mecluding 
those who have been in the hottest of the fighting. And so the 
old questions come clamouring for an answer: How is our 
community going to satisfy all this religious yearning? What 
are the Jewish, troops to find awaiting them on the day they 
return home’ 


M. MANDEL’S DEATH 


WHaTever be the truth about the circumstances in which 
Georges Mandel met his death-——whether, as the German story 
eut it, he was the victim of an accident during his transfer from 
German hands to a French prison, or whether the Vichy 
explanation of his being killed during an ambush laid by ‘the 
Magquis for his rescue is the correct one, or, whether, which 
is more probable: he died at the hands of his German escort, 
who murdered him rather than suffer his escape, no one can 
deny that in his death France has lost an outstanding per- 
sonality at a time when she could least spare him. Mandel 
had his enemies as well as his friends, but. all realised his 
strength of character, his prescience, his boundless courage, and, 
above all, his all-dominating patriotism, a quality which bound 
him. in years gone by, with unbreakable ties to his great leader. 
Clemenceau, whose pupil and right-hand man he was. This 
showed ifsel{ sublimely in the dark and critical days of June, 
1940, when two parties wrestled for the. soul of France— 
those cowards and schemers who preferred her descent into 
Boche slavery and those who were for fighting on. Mandel 
ranged himself unhesitatingly with the latter party, who, refusing 
to despair of their country, were finally outvoted. He could have 
been under no illusion, this Jewish statesman, as to the fate 
which then stared him in the face. His relentless and long- 
pursued opposition to all appeasement of Hitler, his first-rate 
political competence, his Jewish origin so hateful to the Huns. 
all warned him of what would be in store for him in the Nazi 
grip. The late Lord Lloyd, who had flown to the scene of 
the capitulation on a last-minute mission, offered him. accord- 
ing to THe Times, a seat in his homeward-bound “plane. 
Mandel’s reply was that he had too much luggage. Lord 
Lioyd expostulated, and pointed out that room could be found 
lor a reasonable-sized suitcase. “Vous ne comprenez pas,” 
was the answer: “Je veux dire—la France.” - It was not that 
he prized his own liberty less, but that he loved his country 
more-——more even than his life. 


WHAT FRANCE PAID FOR ANTI-SEMITISM 


Ir is said that during the fateful hours in Bordeaux Monsieur 
Reynaud said to Mandel, “ You are the only man who could save 
France.” “Yes,” was his bitter comment: could save 
France—if my name.were Dupont! ” Jp other words, had he 
not been a Jew. There were some among his fellow-country- 
men who preferred national extinction to a Jewish saviour. 
The story has a profound significance in these days, and not 
least for those well-meaning politicians who just cannot see 
anti-Semitism as anything more significant than an occasional 
slum brawl, or anti-Jewish mania. as anything more serious 
than the credulousness of a few cranks. It witnesses to the 
sinister influence of the anti-Jewish cult, and it unmistakably 
testifies against those short-sighted people, Jew as well as non- 
Jew, who are for ever belittling the gravity of the anti-Semitic 
menace. A wicked obsession which at a critical moment can 


raga country down to the depths of humiliation and dis- 


honour can be a vicious solvent of all the plans for the new 
brave world of our dreams. Those plans will bring revolutionary 
social. concepts towards realisation. They will demand the 
very Maximum of popular co-operation. But for these very 
reasons they will also provide limitless opportunities for those 
who, as much for selfish as any other reasons, hate and resent 
such innovations. Every setback suffered in carrying them 
mio effect, any delay or evasion in carrying them out, any 
failure here or there followed by popular discontent, and above 
all any individual sacrifice demanded—agd there must inevit- 
ably be very many—will be unscrupslously exploited to 
fasten the blame upon the Jews. This is not @ fanciful 
forecast. It is only a little ti since a group of medica! 
men sought to discredit the plan for a National Health Service

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HUNGARIAN JEWS 
RESPITED 


REPORTS from Berne and Zurich give something like a 
ray of hope that the process of martyrdom of Hungarian 
Jewry is to stop. According to these reporis, the Hungarian 
authorities have informed the International Committee of 
the Red Cross that the deportations of Jews from Hungary 
have ceased, that relief parcels may be sent to Jews interned 
in that country, and that Red Cross officials are empowered 
to direct the evacuation of Jewish children to countries 
willing to receive them, and of all Jews in possession of 
visas to Palestine. 

These statements were first published by the News 
Chronicle and the Daily Mail on the authority of tbe 
Associated Press correspondent at Berne. In the case of 
the Daily Telegraph, the revort came from its own, corre- 
spondent in Zurich. Subsequently they were repeated 
throughout the national press. Though the possibility of 
full confirmation being forthcoming in due course should 
not, in the light of circumstances, be regarded as remote,

Jews in Hungary for military stores, in particular. for army 
lorries. This fantastic attempt at blackmailing Great 
Britain and sowing dissension amongst the Allies was as 
disgusting as it was futile, and as utterly stupid and damag- 
ing to the Nazis’ interests as it was typical of their clumsy 
and bestial mentality. All that it achieved was first to 
encourage the Allies with reliable confirmation of the 
desperate straits of German military transport, then to picad 
guilty on behalf of Germany to the whole appalling crime of 
deliberately planning the mass-murder of Hungarian Jewry, 
and finally to confirm up to the hilt—if such contirmation 
were indeed needed—the unchailengeable wisdom of the 
Allies’ insistence on unconditional surrender from a nation 
of such self-proclaimed unconscionable tricksters and 
blackmaglers. 

It has to be remembered, too, that Hungary has been 
and still remains, more or less willingly, the confederate 
of the Nazi brutes who have attached to the idea of “ Nazi 
good faith” more general derision and contumely than 
Moreover, 
the homely saying about judging a man by the company 
he keeps is every bit as appheable in international relations. 
Hungary, be it noted, sull flrns a deaf ear to the Allied 
appeals to shake off her evil associates, and is no doubt 
replete with excuses concerning the death-grip which Nazi 
Germany has on her throat, and which she cannot shake 
off if she would.

REPORTS from Berne and Zurich give something like a 
ray of hope that the process of martyrdom of Hungarian 
Jewry is to stop. According to these reports, the Hungarian 
authorities have informed the International Committee of 
the Red Cross that the deportations of Jews from Hungary 
have ceased, that relief parcels may be sent to Jews interned 
in that country, and that Red Cross officials are empowered 
to direct the evacuation of Jewish children to countries 
willing to receive them, and of all Jews in possession of 
visas to Palestine. 

These statements were first published by the News 
Chronicle and the Daily Mail on the authority of tbe 
Associated Press correspondent at Berne. In the case of 
the Daily Telegraph, the report came from its own corre- 
spondent in Zurich. Subsequently they were repeated 
throughout the national press. Though the possibility of 
full confirmation being forthcoming in due course should 
not, in the light of circumstances, be regarded as remote, 
Jews will be chary of throwing their caps in the air too soon.

Answered in Glasgow 


In a pamphlet entitled “ The Poles, the Jews, and 
the Sowret Union. which hac been published by 
Mr. Arthur Brady. a former Secretary of the Glas- 
row Trades Counct! and fhe local ahout Party, 
the author quotes from an article written in 
Foawaap. by Si Patrick Dollan, ex-Lord Pro- 
yout ol Glasgow, in which Sut Patrick asserted 
that the desertions of Jews from the Polwh Forces 
only occurred when the units were certified to be 
in full readiness for certam operations connected 
with the Second Front 

Mr BR ay po mts cit that in. the fiy place 200 
Jewish soldiers had already —as far back as January- 
February—-obdtamed transter to the British Army

Alleging that both the President and General were 
Fascists in pre-war Poland, Mr. Brady says ahat 
the formation of the National Council of Poland 
in Warsaw tast January. by the Democratic partics 
and groups fighting the Nazis sounded the doom 
of Sosnkowski and his henchmen.” Can we. he 
asks, allow these men to jeopardise the possibilities 
of enduring peace after victery?

The main secret of success in cooking with 
dried eggs is to reconstitute them proper}y 
This means simply putting back the water 
which has been taken away. Remombcr 
that one level tablespoon dried cggs mixed 
with two tablespoons water equals one 
egg. First beat out the lumps m the dried 
éges against the side of the’ basin with a 
spoon. Then add only half the required 
amount of water and mix to a smooth 
paste with a spoon. Be sure there is not the 
timest lump left. Add rest of the water and 
mix very thoroughly, Time taken at this 
stage, to gct a smooth creamy liquid,.is 
well repanl by results.

SHOLEM ASCH 


“ Children of Abraham.” Short Stories by 
SHOLEM ASCH. George Routledge and Sons, 10s. 6d.

Sholem Asch has been famous in Yiddish ficra- 
ture for nearly forty years, since he published his 
“ Shtetel.”” In America, where he has lived for 
many years and in whose armies his sons are now 
serving, he has been known much longer than m 
this country, where his fame was made by Victor 
Gollancz’s publication of his “ Three Cities ” in 
1933.

JEWISH POST-WAR PROBLEMS 
Reviewed by S. D. Temkin 


At the. recent annual meeting of the American 
Jewish Committee, one of its officers declared that 
what the Jewish community needs is .“ reasoned 
decisions based upon facts rather than emotional- 
ism nourished upon a dict of highly concentrated 
propaganda.” 

The Committce’s Research Institute on Peace and Post- 
War Probiems is helping to provide the basis of reasoned 
decisions by assembling and publishing much factual 
material, and the present serics of attractive pamphicts 
(A Study Course in Eight Units: New York. the American 
Jewish Committee: 50 cents) is an cxample of the exceliem 
work which it is doing 

The study-course ss divided into cizht the titles 
being as follows: 1. Why Sudy Posu-Waf Problems: mu. The 
Two World Wars-—-A comparison and contrast: tm. How the 
Jewish Communities Prepared for Peace during the first 
Workd War; tv Burope Between the Two World Wars: 
Vv. The Position of the Jews in the Post-War World: .v1. 
Palestine ir the New Wor'd; vu. Relief. Reconstruction. and 
Migration; vii. Jewish Survival in the Democracy of the 
Future 

The scheme of cach unit is similar in form: the problem 
under consxicration is first reviewed in connected form. and 
selected reading and a bibliogranmhy are added. 

The non-American reader is naturally at something of a 
disadvantage in using the study course since the source 
Material to which reference is made is, to a large extent. 
mot readily avaiable in this country Moreover, in places 
the text shows an American bias which, though quite under- 
standabic, the English reader is apt to find a trifle irritating 

In the section of Unit m.. which deals with the 1919 
Peace Conference the name of Lucen Wolf is nowhere 
mentioned, end no idea is given of his work as one of the 
architects of the Minoritics Treaties. A Statement in the 
same Unit (page 26) the:. a the ame of the Peace Con- 
ference, “* anti-Zionists, particularly those of England and 
France, persisted im agitating against the establishment of 
the Jewish National Home" is Hable to be misinterpreted. 
On February 4, 1919, the Joint Foreign Committee adopted a 
Statement of policy endorsing the Balfour Decieration, and 
its decision was endorsed by both parent bodics. 

Those who wish to pass under review the range of probicms 
which wil! confromt Jews at the Peace Settiement will find 
Units vi Palestine in the New World") and vi.

A REFUGEE SEARCH BUREAU 


A co-ordinating bureau has been set up at Blooms- 
bury House, London, W.C.1, to deal with inquiries 
reaching the United Kingdom for German, Austrian. 
and Stateless persons from Central Europe. The 
Bureau will also record any inquiries which those 
living in this country May wish to make. when 
circumstances permit, for their missing rclations or 
friends abroad 

The many refugee bodies representing special 
groups will become members of the Committee of 
the Bureau on affiliation. The Foreign Relations 
Department of the British Red Cross will -pass 
information to the Bureau. 

Inquiries for missing persons thought to be 4n 
Allied liberated territory will be forwarded to the 
Foreign Relations Department of the British Red 
Cross for tracing, 

People who have already registered with an agency 
under this scheme need not repeat the inquiry, as the 
agency will transfer # to the Bureau. 


AMERICANEFFORT TO SAVE 2,000 


Participation of the United States in an inter- 
American effort to rescue 2,000 refugees from the 
Nazis has been announced in Washington by Mr. 
Cordell Hull, Secretary of State 

A number of American republics are to combine 
in this humanitarian effort, Mr. Hull disclosed. They 
are taking steps to bring about the release of 2,000 
prisoners in German camps who are threatened 
with extermination. The 2,000 are refueces holding 
visas for various American States, but the Germans 
refuse to grant them exit visas, as they wish to 
exchange them for German? abroad 

Upon learning that the Germans are preparing to 
adopt restrictive measures against refugees, the 
inter-Amefican Advisory Committee on Political 
Affairs in Montevideo adopted a resolution urging 
an approach to the German Government and that 
an exchange be sought. Mr. Hull has agreed to 
such a step. 


REFUGEES IN PALESTINE 


At a meeting in London of the Association of 
Jewish Refugces in Great Britain, Prof, Norman 
Bentwich spoke on his experiences during his recent 
visits to refugees in Palestine and the Middie East 
He described the position of refugees from Centra! 
Europe now in camps in Egypt and of individual 
refugees who had succeeded in establishing them- 
selves in Ethiopia, though on the whole that country 
was not suitable for many refugees 

Professor Bentwich expressed admiration for the 
way in which refugees had imicgrated themselves 
into the economic and ¢uyltural life of Palestine. to 
which about 100,000 Jews from Germany, Austria. 
and Czechoslovakia had been admitted since 194% 
Their children were growing up to be true Pales- 
tinians, eager to play their part im the life of the 
country and to pavé the way tor more Jews 

Mr. E. G. Loewenthal presided at the meeting.

At the first annual meeting of the Congregation 
of Jews trom Czechoslovakia in London, at 33 
Warwick Avenuc, W.9, it was reported that there 
was a membership of 187 and that activities in many 
spheres of traditional Judaism, as well as charitab' 
activities, were being carried out. . The congrcga- 
tion cares for the religious needs of Jewish children 
at the Czechoslovak State Schools. After the elec 
tion of the new Board a message of loyalty wa 
sent to President Benes. 

The meeting was preceded by a service of inter- 
cession for victory of the Allied arms and for the 
liberation of Czechoslovakia. This was held at the 
Spanish and Portuguese Synagoguc, Lauderdale 
Road. and conducted by the Rev. W. Hofstadte:

FIVE VIEWS ON YOUTH 
Jewry and the Future 


Five speakers gave their views on Jewish prospects. 
in a symposium on “Jewish Youth and the Future, 
which was held at Woburn House on Sunday by 
the Union of Young Israel Societies : Prof. Norman 
Bentwich (Professor of International Relations at 
the Hebrew University) ; Mrs. Barnett Janner ( promi- 
nent social worker); Rabbi Dr. 5. M. Lehtman 
(religious leader and educationist); Prof. H. Levy 
(Professor at the Imperial College of Science), and 
the Hon. Lily Montagu (youth teader and social 
worker). Mr. Bernard Hooker presided. 

Miss Montagu was immensely encouraged, she 
said. to find that whatever subject came up im the 
clubs to-day, the young people seemed anxious to 
speak about Judaism. Judaism, it seemed to her, 
was in harmony with the highest thought of the age. 
Jews had given much. They wanted to give. still 
more and they relied upon thelr boys and girls to 
help them to do this. x 

Mrs. Barnett Janner stressed the Zionist aspect 
of the future. and asked: What is the role which 
Jewish youth can play in the estab&shment of Pales- 
tine as the Jewish homeland ? Those with the pioncer- 
ing spirit should go to Palestine and should begin 
to prepare themselves now by learning Hebrew and, 
if they could, by learning all about agriculture. To 
those who did not want, or were unable, to go to 
live in Palestine she would say that they should come 
into the Zionist movement in this country, and take an 
active part in the work to convince their fellow-Jews 
and Jewesses that the national home was a necessity. 


Spiritual Capital 


Rabbi Dr. Lehrman said that a people would cease 
to exist when the desire to perpetuate its customs 
went. The Jewish people had survived because they 
had lived their religion, kept their ceremonies, and 
because they had plenty of spiritual capital. Were 
they certain that they had to-day sufficient spiritual 
capital and a sufficient will*to liv so that these perse- 
cutions would not exact a terridle toll’? He was not 


so sure. The spiritual capital in the Jewish bank 
was very littl. Mast of them were living on a 
religion which they had inherited but had not in- 
creased Unless Jews, especially Jewish youth, 


changed from being detached onlookers on the grim 
and heroic struggle of a people, to being active 
participants in this struggle for survival, it was no 
good talking about a Jewish future. 

Professor Bentwich said that when he looked back 
to his youth, he felt that there was much more strength 
and resolution in the Jewish youth of to-day in this 
and other countries than there was at that ume. He 
felt this, too, about Jewish education. The Jewish 
education of his youth in England was a rather dry 
and limited thing. But to-day, under the direction 
of men like Dr. Nathan Morris and Dr. Lehrman, 
it was a much more living. thing. Of course, it was 
all bound up with the survival of the Jewish people 
in Palestine. That was the thing which had given 
fresh vigour and life and Jewish consciousness to 
the Jewish youth ali over the world. He did not 
think that the revival of their religious feeling was 
limited to the group of the Bachad—which was a 
fine body ; but that there was among the vast number 
of their youth who did not go to Synagogue a deep 
religious sense—a sense of Judaism as standing for 
an ideal for which they could work. The influence of 
Palestine avas making a number of the youth turn 
to the idea of being productive workers and not con-

In The Garden 


Getting Busy Again 
After The Drought 


HE long drought, if it caused most gardeners 

heart-ache, at least afforded them a rest from 

the usual summer routine of weeding, grass- 
cutting, and thinning. Many gardens stood still 
towards the end of the dry period, and only now 
are once more, showing growth. Weeds have 
appeared in their accustomed and unwanted pro- 
fusion, grass that was almost burnt dry, and was so 
scant as almost to scorn the attention of the mower, 
is once more thick. 

So the gardener must get down to it again, and"in 
so many cases pul in extra work to make up for the 
setback of a dry spring. Some seed crops have fared 
very badly. pinach, for instance, which simply 

cannot grow in very dry soil, has disappeared 
when it has come through it has gone to seed be are 
the leaves were big enough to cut. Now fresh 
sowings of summer spinach can be made in shallow 
trenches info which grass-<cuttings have been well 
trodden down. Carrots, too, can be resown as soon 
as possibic. 

The peas have not suffered as badly as some of 
the other ecarlies, but care should be taken to pick 
them as soon as they are sizable, since if they are 
left they will turn mito seed, and the whole 
mechanism of the plant will tend towards sceed- 
production instead of a second show of flowers— 
therefore More peas—appearing. Lettuces that have 
survived the drought will now go ahead, and with 
careilul hoecing round the roots should turn in weil. 
It is wisest to tie up the long or cos lettuces with a 
piece of bass, not too tightly, as soon as possible to 
prevent bolting 

All the winter greens can now be planted out. The 
most successful method is to plant the original seeds 
yourself, since then you can, re-plant 
practically no delay, and the roots will accustom 
themselves all the better to their new surroundings 
Never water the young plants directly or on top of 
the roots. If you do this, the young roots will! cur! 
up to got the water, and then as the sun dries off the

surface moisture they will wither. It is best to make 
a smail hole in the ground about two inches from 
the plant and fill this with water for the first two or 
three nights after they have been planted out (always 
supposing there has not been a good and sufficient 
shower of rain) 

Generally speaking, weeding is much easier after 
heavy rain. It is then possible in most cases ‘- 
remove the weed plus root without having to di 
up and so disturb the roots of adjacent plants e 
weeding must be conscientiously performed now if 
your Mam crops are to be a success 

Tomatoes will now begin to need attention. Go 
over each plant each day and carefully pinch out 
any shoot which has appeared in the joint between 
the stem and each main branch. If you don't. these 
shoots will take up the goodness that is needed for 
the fruit. Do not feed the plans until the tomatoes 
begin to form. If your tomatoes are indoors or 
under glass, you should gently lap cach flower as it 
forms, with a pencil or a penknife, so as to assist 
pollination, which in the open is accomplished by 
the wind blowing the plant or by bees and other 
insects flying from plant to plant. When the little 
tomatoes begin to appear, feed the plants with any 
well-known tomato fertiliser, using one teaspoonful 
per plant per week. Too much fertiliser will induce 
enormous vines on which very few tomatoes will 
appear. For a start-off a pinch of dried blood to 
each root is an excellent stimulant for fruit 
formation 


Maturing The Onions 


It you have-been lucky enough to grow onions. 
they should now be drooping their long leaves, and 
you can help them to mature by scraping the earth 
from the bulbs and exposing quite hali of each to 
the sun. 

Runner beans are now beginning to flower, and 
they should be carefully watched for pests. If any 
leaves appear eaten, spray the piants well with a 
good insecticide, to each pailful of which has been 
added a tablespoonful of paraffin. This keeps the 
mixture sticking on to the leaves and not only helps 
to kill the insects that are there, but. prevents others 
from setting up business on the plants And be sure 
to spray them slowly and gently. If you go too hard 
at it, most of the liquid will roll down to the roots, 
where there are no insécts to be killed, and. the 
leaves where they are, will soon dry and again be 
vulnerable to attack, 

The parsley bed needs attention now. Parsiey has 
a set programme which ensu: es that every two years 
it makes seed instead of spreading. You can some- 
times check it by cutting off the seed part every two 
or three days, but it 1s wisest to dig it up and start 
all over again, uelless the parsicy bed is not really 


a bed, but a border, and has nothing of mmportance 
next to it. In that case you can leave it to look 
after itself, ahd you will find new parsley growing 


where the seed from the old has fallen, so that even 
if you ultimately have to dig up the faded plants 
you will still have plenty of this almost invaluable 
herb to go on with.

A DUTCH JEW UNDER THE 
GERMAN YOKE 


A Jew who escaped from Holland, and who for 
obvious reasons must remain anonymous, recentiy 
recounted his experiences to the Maccabi Associa- 
tion. Mr. C. M. Luck-Pille presided. 

Holland, said the speaker, was the first country in 
which the Germans tried to put their anti-Jewish 
theories into practice. They had gone to work 
gradually, because they knew that if they had put 
their theories into immediate effect the pcople would 
have revolted. 


He was not going to suggest that the Dutch were 
exceptionally pro-Semitic Normally hae wete 
indifferent in this regard. But a 384 resented those 
anti-Jewish measurcs very s(rone!l hec it had 


always been a Dutch Wcteristic "thet there should 
he tolerance for all inhabitants. The Dutch regarded 
these Jew-laws as a personal affront, and lates 
showed that they were not gomg to heip the 
Germans, but the Jews. 

He enumerated some of the anti-Jewish decrees. 
large yellow Star 
of David with the word “ Jood " on it. This badge 
had to be worn not only in public but even mm Back 
gardens and in the Synagogue 

Dealing with the deportation. he said that after 
having taken all their posssvons, the Nazis 
deported most of the Jews to Poland. He meat de- 
scribed how Jews were rounded up! men, women, 
and children-—old and ack -were bundled 
into trucks and assembled « * Jewish Theatre 


in Amsterdam There they were herded togciher, 
and every morning people asked each other who 
had gone. It was Rearthrcaking and the strain was 
terrible. From this “ Jewish Theatre ” the Jews 
were to trapeit amp and thence deported 

Not al! were deported ‘6 Poland ; some were sent 


to a small town in Crcdiatiotakia and another 

group to a place ncar Hanover. The compara- 
tively small number of Jews left in Holland were all 
hiding.
